It lias long been a proverb in Russia j

No one knows who are 
sent there or what will.become of them, 
whether they will be shot or drowned, or 
whether they will be left to rot from 
scurvy or die of consumption. 


HORRORS OF THE "OUBLIETTE."

CRONSTADT, Russia, Xov. 0.—The 


troops here have mutinied and arc pillag- 
ing the city. Firing is going on in the 
streets. 
The inhabitants 
are panic 


stricken and arc fleeing from the town. 


ST. J'KTKKSHUKG, Nov. B, 4:30 p. m. 


—Intense excitement prevails here owing 
to the alarming news from Cronstadt. 
According to the reports a mutiny of the 
sailors occurred during the night and was 
followed by a regular battle with the 
troops during which machine guns were 
used. The workmen sided with the sail- 
ors and hundreds were killed or wound- 
ed. Later the torch was used and the 
town is now in flames. It is reported 
that the glare of the fire can be seen 
from the windows of the emperor's pal- 
ace at Peterhof. 


The inhabitants of Cronstadt are in a 


panic. The boats to St. Petersburg have 
stopped running and telephone and tele- 
graph communications have been sever- 
ed.

)'• rts or sfture details of the happen- 
ing*. 


ANARCHY PHEVAIf.S. 


The American charge, Spencer Eddy, 


has telegraphed to the governor of Cron- 
stadt requesting protection for American 
interests there. The most recent reports 
from Cronstadt say that the navy club 
lias been wrecked, that many shops have 
been burned and that a crowd of rioters 
including sailors is marching through the 
town shooting and other-vise terrorizing 
the population. People are fleeing from 
the city on board steamers for St. Pet- 
ersburg. The clergy of Cronstadt have 
organized a procession hoping to prevent 
the spread of incendiarism and pillage. 


SOME REMAIN LOYAL. 


Later reports from 
Cronstadt

magnify the horror of the situation. The 
mutiny was complete according to the 
latest reports, not only the sailors but 
the garrison of some of the forts joining 
in the insurrection.

Witte has been holding with M. Pctrun- 
kevitch, Prince Dolgoraukoff, Prince Eu- 
gene Troubetskoy and Professor Miliu- 
kofT representing the constitutional dem- 
ocrats and even with the representatives 
of the conservative wing of the zemst- 
voists. Demetri ShiporT, M. GuchkofT and 
Michael Stakovich who left the zemstvo 
party last spring, convinced him that it 
was useless to hold out longer if he was 
to continue seeking to secure the sympa- 
thy of the parlies of the center. He 
therefore practically promised an immed- 
iate extension of the suffrage to include 
all classes of the population.

JEWS BURNED ALTVE. 


They stopped as soon as the governor 


received an order from St. Petersburg.

A mob at Ismail, Bessarabia, burned 


alive eleven Jews who had hidden in a 
hayrack. 


The town of Kalarasch, 
Bessarabia, 


was entirely devastated and burned. 
Fifty-nine Jews were killed or perished 
in the flames and two hundred fled to 
neighboring villages where the peasants 
beat a number of them to death with 
cudgels and burned three 
Jews after 


drenching them with petroleum.

In their testimony their simple

In a few moments Sup- 
erintendent ITankinson was in the room 
and detected fumes of carbolic acid and 
without delay, sent for Dr. McMiihon, the 
house physcicinn. When he arrived it 
was too late and the unfortunate woman 
died shortly after 10 o'clock. 


Superintendent Hankinson, when seen 


this morning told the story. He said: 
"Mrs. Oliva was in the house about three 
years, coming from Caledonia where she 
has a son and other 
relatives living. 


Ever since she was there she had been ill 
with asthma, and often *he 
saiil 
she 


would commit suicide if her condition 
grew worse. 


HAD THE POISON. 


"I did not take much stock in what 


she said and did not know she had poi- 
son. This poison she must 
have had 


secreted about her person or in her trunk 
over since she was a resident, as it had 
turned red, an indication it was old. Yes- 
terday morning we took her breakfast up 
to the room. She drank coffee, but ate 
nothing. Not long after she was discov- 
ered very sick and I discovered fumes of 
carbolic acid. 
She nuu mixed the acid 


with kerosene and drank it. On the bot- 
tle was the label of a Racine drug store. 
That Mrs. OHva had the poison for years 
and carefully guarded the fact is sure 
nud her threats to end her life were no 
doubt, made with the belief that the poi 
son would not be found. 


HER INSTRUCTIONS. 


"She had always been a very good and 


kind old woman and was known about 
the house as 'Grandma.' It was her wish 
that when she died that she be buried 
beside her dead husband in the Caledonia 
cemetery. 


''I notified her son and relatives and 


they immediately took charge of the fun- 
oral arrangements and will see that she 
is buried in the cemetery beside her hua- 
bund."

As time progresses and the 
country

being of the 
simplest kind. 


Sometimes it was only rice and a little 
salt. What is more, the students took 
turns in doing their own cooking. They 
swept and scrubbed their own rooms 
and those of their teachers. 
In the 


depth of winter they frequently used 
cold water to wash in because this was 
thought to harden them. 
The baron 


writes: 


"We sometimes sat up whole nights 


in winter with scarcely any fire to 
warm us, in order to accustom our- 
selves to rigid discipline. It is no doubt 
due to the training of those days that I, 
personally, for instance, cannot bear 
the trouble of appearing like a grandee 
or fashionable person. 
Thus, for ex- 


ample, I, who never used gloves in my 
boyhood, cannot endure the discomfort 
of wearing them, even on winter days."

training to which young girls are sub- 
jected among the people who were able 
to whip Russia. 
Simplicity of diet, 


hard beds, a moderate quantity of sim- 
ple food, a system of physical education 
which keeps down fat and develops 
every beautiful muscle in the body con- 
stitute the regimen imposed upon the 
little dark.eyed girls who are to be the 
mothers of Japan's heroes.

Then, too, numbers have married and 


naturally found their domestic cares 
incompatible with the care of a con- 
gregation. 
Some have been proud to 


advertise their skill in housekeeping 
and have vaunted themselves of their 
domestic life, wherefore they have fall- 
en between two stools. No woman any 
more than man can serve two masters. 
The train effort of one life must be 
consecrated to one purpose. 


Still there are many women preach- 


ers who preach; pastors, who through 
thick and thin have remained faithful 
to their calling and have deemed it holy. 
It is to be noted that among these wo- 
men preachers who have the noble gift 
of "hang on" are the leaders of sev- 
eral of the spiritualist societies.

THE EFFECT OF COLO BATHING. 


The first contact of cold water with 


the tody causes a sharp contraction 
of the blood vessels of the skin, as 
shown by the pallor of the surface, but 
as soon as ohe leaves the bath the ar- 
teries dilate, the skin becomes pink 
and a warm glow is felt that amply 
compensates one for the disagreeable 
shock of the first plunge. 
This flush- 


ing of the surface, which brings with 
it warmth and a sensation of vigor and 
well being, is the test which shows that 
the bath is doing good. If this reac- 
tion does not occur and one feels cold 
and depressed and the skin remains of 
a bluish hue it is a sign that the bath 
is harmful, and then one must be con- 
tent with a cool sponging, followed by 
a brisk rub with a coarse towel. The 
devotee of cold bathing seldom suffers 
from cold In the head, provided, of 
course, he does not violate the ordinary 
laws 
of 
hygiene regarding eating, 


sleeping and ventilation, and, if he does 
take cold, he Is in condition to throw 
it off before it invades the bronchial 
tubes or lungs.

feet and Icy lingers, are benefited by 
the morning cold bath, and this in the 
case of one who habitually has cold 
feet may be profitably supplemented by 
a cold footbath at bedtime, followed 
then, as always, by a brisk rubbing 
with a coarse towel.
